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CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

The  progress  which  the  Contributory  Scheme  has  made 
during  the  past  year  must  be  considered  as  being  very  satis¬ 
factory.  The  year  commenced  with  8,800  members,  and 
increased  to  10,800  members  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
amount  received  from  members  during  1928  amounted  to  the 
considerable  sum  of  £4,501  12s.  gd.  A  full  detailed  statement 
is  set  out  and  will  be  found  on  pages  65  to  72. 

ALTERATIONS  AND  EXTENSIONS. 

The  commencement  of  Alterations  and  Extensions  at 
the  Hospital  have  been  held  up  mainly  by  the  fact  that  no 
settlement  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  application 
of  the  Trustees  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  a  decision  as  to 
whether  they  were  observing  their  powers  as  Trustees  of  the 
Invested  Funds  of  the  Hospital,  in  handing  over  securities  for 
disposal. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Management 
a  Special  Meeting  of  Governors  was  held  on  the  19th  December, 
1928,  when  the  following  resolutions  were  passed  by  the 
Governors  : — 

1.  — That  the  following  resolution,  passed  at  the  Special 

Meeting  of  Governors  held  on  10th  September,  1927, 
be  rescinded — 

“  That  the  Governors  approve  of  a  Scheme  for  the 
provision  of  Hospital  accommodation  for  160 
patients.” 

2.  — That  the  Governors  approve  of  a  Scheme  for  the 

provision  of  Hospital  accommodation  for  140  Patients, 
as  and  when,  sufficient  Funds  are  subscribed,  having 
regard  always  to  the  Income  for  Up-keep. 

3.  — That,  subject  to  the  Order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery, 

the  Trustees  be  requested  to  transfer  to  the  Hospital’s 
Bankers,  the  necessary  amount  of  Investments, 
which,  when  realised  will,  with  the  amount  of 
approximately  £12,000,  previously  transferred  to  the 
Bank,  allow  the  Overdraft  of  approximately  £18,000 
to  be  paid  off. 

4.  — That  the  Court  of  Chancery  be  asked  to  authorise 

the  Trustees  to  act,  in  future,  upon  any  resolution

sale  of  Investments,  if  a  two-thirds  majority  of 
those  present,  and  voting,  is  obtained. 

The  passing  of  these  resolutions  has  meant  that  the 
original  application  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  has  had  to  be 
amended,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  proceedings  will  be 
brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion  at  an  early  date. 

The  sum  of  £21,573  14s.  gd.  had  been  received  or  promised 
in  response  to  the  Building  Fund  Appeal,  particulars  of 
which  will  be  found  on  pages  24  &  25. 

A  Building  Committee  has  been  appointed  and  are 
arranging  with  the  Architects  for  Tenders  for  the  whole  of 
the  Alterations  and  Extensions  to  be  obtained  at  an  early  date, 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Management  to  authorise 
the  Building  Committee  to  proceed  with  the  first  part  of  the 
Scheme — i.e.,  the  provision  of  New  Kitchens,  New  Out- 
Patients  Department,  Female  Medical  Ward,  and  Maternity 
Ward — as  soon  as  possible.

W.  Hugh  Fenton,  who  was  for  many  years  a  valuable  member 
of  the  House  Committee  and  Board  of  Management.
